EXPLAIN YOURSELF; MR. McGRADY 


HE MARITIME workers who still had some faith in the Roose- 

velt. administration were surprised at the statement of its 
‘representative, Assistant Secretary of Labor Edward F. McGrady, 
since the strike began. 

The strike of 40,000 workers to defend their unions and their 
bread and butter is characterized by McGrady as “sheer mad- 
ness.” And when the shipowners started their propaganda that 
the U.S. Navy place “skeleton crews” aboard the ships, Mr. Mc- 
Grady issues a sinister threat, ostensibly referring to “bankers, 
employers, or labor,” but obviously referring only to labor and 
‘strike action, as a “challenge to the Government, *” “paralyzing 
‘the free flow of commerce,” “endangering the welfare of the 
nation,” etc. “They are assuming a position that the Government 
must challenge to protect the state and the people,” he says.

LEARN FROM STAKHANOV 


By J. M.° 

Alexei Stakhanov ‘nas given 
the. workers of the entire world 
an inspiring example. He has 
taken’ humanity one step high- 
er on the ladder to freedom from 
drudgery by beginning a move- 
ment which has swept the Soviet 
Union, stimulating ‘the entire 
working class there to imyrove 
their methods of work and in- 
crease their hourly production 
without a.comparative increase 
in physical effort. 

But his example can nowhere 
be duplicated in the industries 
of capitalism. —~ 

The reason is simple. Any 
worker who uses his brains un- 
der capitalism to increase “his 
productivity is robbing himself 
and his fellow-workers. He in- 
creases the profits of his em- 
ployer; and at the same time cuts 
down on the number of man- 
hours needed for a given job, 
thus robbing himself and his fel- 
lows of wages. 

The Job Here 

However, the job of building 
Socialism, the first step ‘toward 


Communism, canbe carried on,, 


must be carried _of,~just. as well 
under capitalism as in the 
try where workers rule. ut 
here in the U.S.A. this job’ takes 
a different form. 

In the U.S.S.R, building So- 
cialism means primarily building 
the wealth of the country, pro- 
ducing . THINGS. Here in the 
U.S.A. building Socialism means 
working with PEOPLE, recruit- 
ing them to that organization 
which works sciéntifically for 
the establishment of Socialism, 
the Communist Party. We can, 
therefore, use the lessons of 
Stakhanovism for the benefit of 
Commuaism here as well as in 
the U.S.S.R. 

What is the essence of Sta- 
khanovism and how can it be 
applied to conditions of ' Capi- 
talism? 

Stakhanovism essentially is the 
scientific application of the tools 
at hand to produce the greatest 
possible result with the least 
effort or cost. Specifically, Sta- 
khanov did two things: a) He 
lined up the men and machinery 
at his disposal in the best pos- 
sible way—b) so that the cutting 
tool (the. air-drill) in the coal: 
mine could. spend the greatest 
possible time against the face 
of the ore seam.

What can YOU do, in support 
of the maritime unions?

Law and Labor 


The united front character of 
the school is exemplified fairly 
well by the course, Labor and 
the Law, the instructors of 
which are the nationally fa- 
mous labor attorneys, Leo Gal- 
lagher and, Grover Johnson. 
These prominent attorneys will 
not only cover the theorjes un- 
derlying statute and common 
law, juridical precedent, uni- 
versal equality before the law 
and the Constitutional xights of 
labor to organize, combine, 
strike and picket; but also they 
will give ample evidence show- 
ing how these various laws, 
precedents and constitutional 
rights have been violated. by.the 
law officials themselves wWhen- 
ever labor comes: into conflict 
with the law. 

Another interesting feature is 
the course in Democracy and 
Fascism, which will -give a 
bird’s-eye view of the Fas- 
cist countries, such as: Italy and 
Germany; the anti-Fascist coun- 
tries such as Spain, France and 
the U.S.S.A.; and the non-Fas- 
cist countries, such as England 
and the United: States. How- 
ever, in the latter the growing- 
ly distinct Fascist trends will be 
brought into view for analysis.

Upton Sinclair To 
Speak At Western 
Writers’ Congress 


Upton Sinclair’s récently an- 
nounced retirement from politics 
in favor of literature is not a 
retirement from the speakers’ 
platform. Sinclair will -address 
the opening session of the West- 
ern Writers’ Congress in Scottish 
Rite Auditorium in San’ Fran- 
cisco on the evening of -Novem- 
ber 13. : 
In addition "to his speech at 
the opening session, which will 
be open to the public, Sinclair 
has agreed, to prepare and read 
a paper in the morning session 
of November 14, which will be 
open to accredited authors. and 
to the press, with a limited num- 
ber of seats available to_ the 
public. The paper is expected to 
deal with Sinclair’s career as a 
muckraking novelist. 
The Congress, which will be 
held over a_ three-day period, 
closing Sunday night, November 
15, will be officially opened on 
Friday, November 13, by Sara 
Bard Field, California poet, 
whose husband, Col. Charles Er- 
skine Scott Wood, will be 4a 
guest of the speakers’ platform. 
Humphrey Cobb, author of 
“Paths of Glory,” also will be 
on the speakers’ platform.. 
Notables of the West 
The Congress is expected :to as- 
semble the greatest galaxy of lit- 
erary talent ever gathered to- 
gether in any Western city. It 
will draw heavily upon the writ- 
ing ranks of Hollywood for its 
personnel, bringing such authors 
as Edwin Justus Mayer, Viola 
Brothers. Shore, Max Miller, Mar- 
tin Flavin, Robt. Tasker, Irwin 
Shaw and John Bright from the 
film colony. 
Dedicating itself to ‘‘democ- 
racy and creative freedom,” the 
Congress will seek to form a 
permanent organization of West:

Seen- * 
ariqg writers in pleated slacks and two-colored shoes. will come 
motoring from the stucco bungalows of Hollywood. .. Novelists, 
playwrights, columnists, feature writers will be coming from all - 
the cities, towns and villages of the Western States. 

They are coming to discuss their problems—anhd God knows, 
there isn’t anybody has more problems than a writer. And they 
are coming because a great many of those problems they ‘Cannog, e 
solve by themselves, but can do so by getting together. eee 

A great deal has been written about the problems of the . 
writer, and most of it hits the nail right on the thumb—and is 
that painful to read. There is only one man I know of who. 
thoroughly understood the problems of the writer and was able _ 
to put them into a book’ that made sense. He is Jack London. 

If‘every writer coming to the November congress would sit 
down right now and read Jack London’s “Martin Eden,” we could : 
be perfectly assured that the coming conference would be prac-. | 
tical and effective. ¥ 

In the first place, the writing profession is the most chaotic, ~ 
disorderly, unregulated, anarchistic business in the world. From. 
the time a writer conceives an idea in his brain, gets: it down on 
paper, finds a’ publisher, gets it read and accepted, and the pub- 
lisher turns it over to the printer, the whole affair is a mad- ; 
house. Once it is in the hands of the printer, it passes through a {ff 
sensibie, organized process. The existence of strong printing | , 
trades unions and sensible working conditions has achieved 4a. 
measure of civilization and common ‘sense in this branch of the 
business. But when it leaves the hands of the printer and is 
turned over to the merchandizers, it again enters. the realm of

UNDAMENTALLY, writing is a means of communication. I 

don’t care whether you're writing an epic poem or a letter ta 
your Aunt; writing is nothing more nor less than a means of 
communication and is meaningless unless you have some way of 
delivering it to the person or public you are addressing. Ags re-~. 
gards the letter to your Aunt, that’s easy. There's the Post Office, ‘ 
very efficiently and sensibly organized, 

But as regards the creative writer, the elateee is more’ dif- 
ficult. What stands between the writer and his public? There 
are 125,000,000 some odd (Note: A friend of mine says they’re 
mostly odd) people in the United States. I figure at least. ten 
per cent of them want to be writers. But, to avoid any charges 
of exaggeration, I’m willing to cut the figure in half. Let’s 
say five per cent. That would be 6,250,000 people who want to 
write. : 

Okey! To serve the ambitions of these six million, there are 
no more than a dozen creditable literary magazines which pub- 
lish sincere stuff. Can you imagine six million people trying to 
get their stuff into a dozen magazines? The rest of the magas 
zines specialize in cheap “dime novel” stuff, or eise are ate 
journals, professional publications and the like, 

Pravtically all of these magazines depend upon commercial 
advertising for their suport, and anything that the advertisers ~ 
don’t approve of is definitely ‘‘out.” Judgment of the merits of . 
the manuscripts submitted to these publications is governed by - 
nothing more nor less than temperament, prejudice and a curi- 
ous brand of black “magic‘¢alled “hunches.”

PARIS, Oct. 15.—Months ago the Communist Party had prepared in Alsace and Lor- 
raine a campaign of meetings such as it had had in Provence in the month of July and as it 
will have in Brittany during the month of November. 

The Fascist press waxed indignant, and Lorraine newspapers like Le Messin sang Hitler’s

The Communists lowered from 
127 to 52 the number of meetings 
planned for Oct. 11 and 12. The 
Blum government, which did not 
dare forbid them all, still found 
them too many. The Commun- 
ists did not give in. On Friday 
evening, the very day after the 
ghost-like searches of the Croix 
de Feu headquarters, the gov- 
ernment decided to forbid al 
the Communist meetings but ten. 


Naturally this irritated every- 
body—the workers, who could 
not understand this limitation 
upon the right of meeting" as ap- 
plied to the Communist Party; 
the fascists, who thought per- 
haps that the government would 
give in, but who attacked- with 
violence what they called the 
“bargain” with Moscow. 

Through republican discipline 
the Communist Party got the 
number of ten meetings accepted. 
They took place in the principal 
cities of Alsace and. Lorraine, 
where the Communist Party 
spoke out freely. 


The only incident was in Metz, 
Lorraine. Everywhere else there 
was complete ¢alm. Naturally the 
government had mobilized ecnor- 
mous forces of police. 


Fascist Questioned 

On Saturday, on the other 
hand, the preliminary investi- 
gating magistrate questioned. Col- 
onel de la Rocque and his prin- 
cipal lieutenants. It was hoped 
that the arrest of the fascist lead- 
er would follow the accusation 
of the re-establishment of a dis- 
solved league and the provoca- 
tion of a riot. 

It was a false hope. The judge 
confined himself to questioning 
de la Rocque as to his identity 
and then released him. De la 
Rocque pulicly ridiculed repub- 
lican- justice. 

The balance-sheet of this im- 
portant week? It is clear: pdlitic- 
al success for the fascists, with 
|the government retreating be- 
fore them. Divergences between

It is time to take hold of 
things. The fascist danger is 
growing from wéek to week, and 
it is not by maintaining a bal- 
ance between it and the Com- 
munists, an integral. element of 
the republican front, that it will 
be overtome.
